Clicmists Make Tcsis From Vari¬

ous Samplcs W.ithout Finil-
inc Tracc.

BOILERS NOT DAMAGED

Aiialysis of Scalc From Ic.c
Plarit Shows No Injurious

Chemical.

Notwlthstandtng thc somewhat
vigorous protests which have been
coming up from all parts of the clty
in-- to tho taste of niuni iii Richmond
clty water, and thc action of tbc aliini
on th<- pipes and water fixtures, ohem-
leal analyses have failcd to show tho
least tracc rif aluin. ln fact, un

analysls of samples of water drawu
from a hydrant on West Gracc Htreet
showed a normal percentuge of
alkallnlty, which thc chemlsts report
cannot bo present ln water in which
there ls alum.
Whllo oxaggoratod reports have been

clrculatod as to the amounts of aliim
used ut tho Sottllnir Baslns iu Clearing
water, growing; out of thc fact that a

car load was recently purchased, yet
thc records show that thc u>e of ono

graln ol nlum to tho gallon, tho normal
amount uscd ln thuddy water. wlth nn

avorage oonsumptlon of ii,uut»,uuti gal¬
lons a day, would call lor approxl-
matoly on_ ton a day.
Some weeks ngo a furnial complaint

agalnst thc uso of alum was flled wlth
tho Water Department by the Crystal
Ice Company, on the ground that tho
cleared water was causlng a erusl or
deposit to form In Its boilers,

.Spcelmens of the scale from uiic of
thc bollors at the lee plant Were taken
to tho laboratory of tho water Depart¬
ment and examlned by Chemlst l_*_olcIel.
lils report not only falls to show any
traco of alum ln tlio scale formatlon
but showed a normal pcrcontuge oi
alkalino substanees.

Superlntcudent'fl Itcporl.
Superintendent Eugcne li. Dayls, of

thc Water Department. flled with tho
Councll Gommlttee on Wator last nlght
a wrltten report on tlio subjoct, In
which he says:
"Tho Settllng Baslns are worklng

very woll. enabllng us to get a very
clear water, and the cltlzens gencrally
nre very much pleased. Tlierc has
i., on .omo corrfnlalnt uf too much alum
wnero really tlierc ts no trace or
nlum ln tbc water. Upon recoivlng a

complaint from the Crystal Ioe Com- [
pany thal the scale in tho boilers at
thelr plant wns worse on aceount of
alum, 1 liad some of the scale analyzed |
by crn- chemlst, ar.d tho scale showed
nn traco of alum, but did show alka¬
lino. whlcli ls rather a prevcntlvo
ol' damage to boilers.

"l'or tho purposo of further testing
tho water we arc getting- from ...e

baslns, I had samples taken from the
coagulatlng baslns, l'rom tho Ncw
Ki lervolr and from hydranta at the
homes of prlvato cltlzens in dlfferent
sectlons of tho clty. nll of which weru
analyzed, but none of the samplesshowed any traco of alum.

¦Tho alkallnlty from theso tests
nvcraged: l'rom tho river, ::r>: from tha
Settllng Baslns, 38.8. and from thc
coagulatlng baslns, SO.
"Where alkalino is shown thero ls

no traco of alum."
Mr. Davis explalned that where alum

ls properly ltuxod with tln- water, n
should bc entirely preclpltated to tho
bottom with the partlcles of mud
which cnugulatu about each graln of
the alum. Of tho wator whloh passcs
to the Reservoir there should bo uo
trace of elther mud or alum, as they
are drawn off together.

WILSON LETTER A SENSATION

V. P. 1. Professor Wanted It De¬
stroyed, bul Text ls Read

At a meetin*-- of Rlchmond Chapter,
Virginia Polytechnic Instituto Alumnl
Assoclatlon, held ni the Jefferson
Hotel last nlght, nearly every member
present expressed himself as opposcd
to tho charges broughl agalnst Pres¬
ldent Barrlnger; by Lawrence Prlddy,
presldent of thc General Alumnl As¬
soclatlon.
